(Chapter Bani lsraayiel-1) 

Translation: Glory to Allah who did take servant for a journey by night 
from the sacred Mosque to the farthest Mosque whose precincts we did 
Bless in order that we might show him some of our signs. For He is the 
One who Hearth and Seeth. (all things) 

Exegesis: This area by nature is an abundance of canals, rivers, 
cultivated land (growing fruits) and streams etc. and this area is used to 
be the residence of many Prophets (Alaihimussalam) and has the tombs 
of Prophets (Alaihimussalam). 

Limited Ascension: Every Prophet has the ascension according 
to his grade. Idrees (A.S.) and Eisa (A.S.) have been lifted both alive in 
the heaven by Allah. As this ascension is confined to them only so it is 
called Limited Ascension. 

Limitless Ascension: The Ascension of Prophet (SAS) was 
unprecedented and unparallel and by this, Muhammed (SAS) followers

will keep getting unlimited benefits and bounties until the day of 
resurrection. 

Ascension of Muhammed (SAS) has two directions, one is visible and 
another is invisible, and both directions can be proved by the Qura'an 
and Ahadeeth (Prophet Sayings). 

“Visible circumstances of Ascension” 

Invitation to Muhammed (SAS) from Throne of Allah: 

In the tenth year of Prophethood on 27 th Rajab, 10 th Nabawi 
corresponding to 621 A. D in the night of Monday Prophet was resting 
near the wall of Ka'abah (Hateem), Gabriel (AS) ascended from the 
heaven with the message of invitation. With due respect, Gabriel 
rubbed his eye-lashes on the soles of Muhammed (SAS) in order to 
awake him and presented the message of invitation. And then, 
opened the chest of Muhammed (SAS) in order to rinse his heart with 
the Zam-zam water, and filled it with light of divine wisdom. (Sahi-ain). 

Reward of Ablution: 

It is narrated that in the night of Ascension Muhammed (SAS) was asked 
to do ablution, when he did it, all the parts of his body were illuminated. 
Muhammed (SAS) thought of his (Ummat), and prayed to Allah (ST), O! 
Allah make the body parts of my Ummat), illuminated when they do 
ablution. Allah Thaala has accepted his prayer and promised him that on 
the day of resurrection, face, hands and feet of your followers (Ummat) 
will be illuminated who make the ablution for prayers.

Lightening Horse (Buraaq) for Ummat: 

When presented lightening horse to Him for riding, tears came out from 
His eyes and He prayed to Allah. O! Allah, for my followers (Ummat) if 
you make the arrangement of conveyance on the dooms-day it will be a 
great kindness upon me. As soon as hearing this request Allah told 
Prophet (SAS) O my beloved, don't you worry about that, a lightening 
horse will be arranged for your followers if any one dies with having love 
for you at the time of death. Muhammed (SAS) was happy to hear the 
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reply from Allah and rode on lightening horse Burraq. Buraaq started 
coquetry, and then Gabriel (AS) scolded and said, beware, Allah's 
beloved messenger is riding you, by hearing this Burraq has repented 
and sweated. Burraq is an animal of heaven repented and sweated by 
the scolding and we are human beings and our grade is much higher 
than the Burraq, not only our grade is higher than the Burraq, but also, 
we are greater than the Angles, but we never repent on our bad deeds. 
We must be repented for our faults and every day we have to recite 
seventy times 


“ astaghfirullah rabbi min kulli zanbi wa atubu ilaik” 

However, in the procession of thousands of angles our Prophet (SAS) 
was going to skies of heaven. A clamor of joy was everywhere.

OF THE EARTH 


Madina Munawarrah: 

The first destination of Ascension was Madina Munawarrah . Hazrat 
Gabriel (AS) stopped the Burraq, and said that ; O Messenger of Allah 
you will be migrated to this place, then Muhmmed (SAS) offered two 
rakats prayer there. 

Bait-UI-laham: 

They reached Bait-UI-laham from Madina Munawarrah, this was the 
second destination of Ascension. This was the place where Eisa (AS) 
was born to Bibi Maryam (AS), and also here, Muhammed (SAS) offered 
two rakat prayer. 
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Tur-e-Seena: 

Tur-e-Seena was third destination of the Ascension (Mairaj). This 
sacred place is known by the Moosa (AS) where he confronted to see 
the millionth part of light of attributive brilliance / refulgence of Allah (ST). 
After seeing the refulgence of Allah (ST) miraculously Moosa (AS) was 
able to see the black ant walking under the black blanket from fifteen 
miles away. 

Seeing the Divine Light of Allah (ST): 

Our Prophet (SAS) was able to see the Divine Light of Allah (ST) in the 
night of Ascension. So one can understand that how much the perfect 
power of vision he might have afterward. Allah knows better about this. 
However, our Prophet (SAS) also offered two rakats prayer at Tur-e- 
Seena and headed toward Madian. 

Madian: 

Madian was the fourth destination of the Ascension, once this place 
used to be the residence of Hazrat Shoeb (AS) and upon agreement 
Moosa (AS) had taken care of his sheep for ten years. This was the 
Maher for Hazrat Shoeb's daughter BiBi Safoorah (AS). As Moosa (AS) 
rendered his services to pious people he got Prophethood in return from 
Allah Thaala.

Two rakats of prayer also offered by Muhammed (SAS) here in Madian 
and headed to take the tour of (aalam-e- barzaq) a place between the 
grave and dooms day. 

AALAM-E-BARZAQ 

The Barzaq is also called world of ideas (platonic). In this world souls of 
the dead get rewarded; good deeds of the dead convey peace to him 
and the bad deeds form abnormal hateful punishment to the dead and 
this continues until the day of resurrection. This Barzaq was the fifth 
destination of Ascension. Our Prophet (SAS) stated that the grave is 
first destination of the hear-after. So, better you make grave an orchid 
yard by the good deeds or make a pit of hell by the bad deeds. 
(Bukhari Shareef)

Our Prohpet (SAS) visited the Barzaq and observed its conditions 
keenly, out of which few are as follows: 

Education: 

People who provide their children or their nation with worldly education 
or religious education Allah (ST) makes their graves illuminated with 
light and extends their graves up to their sight of vision. 

Warriors (who struggles in cause of Allah): 

Warriors who sacrifice their life and wealth for the existence of Islam 
their deeds were becoming multiple like blossoming harvests. Their 
deeds will multiply until the day of resurrection. 

War in defense of faith: 

Teaching peace, integrity, truthfulness and betterment of human beings 
is called (Jihad) in Islam. 

Versions: 

By the pen, by the tongue, by the wealth and by the power to implement 
above qualities is called (Jihad) 


Verdict: 

Keeping in consideration all the needs of present situation and upon 
verdict of Religious Scholars (Jihad) should be implemented wisely. 
"Jihad is one of the best prayers amongst and virtue of life." 


Generous people in graves: 

Muhammed (SAS) saw the windows in the graves of generous people 
are open toward the heaven. Heaven is a house of generous people 
.(Hadith) 

The first to enter in the Paradise are generous people.

Irresponsible Orator: 

The tongues of the mischievous and irresponsible orators were being 
cut by the pair of scissors and this punishment will continue till the Day of 
Judgment. This scene was also seen by Muhammed (SAS). 

Backbiter: 

Due to the bad habit of backbiting the backbiter inters in his grave empty 
handed. And he is forced to eat foul smelling meat which in his throat 
giving him pain to be swallowed and this situation will last until the 
Judgment day. (May Allah refrain all of us). The Prophet had seen this 
also. 

Hypocrisy: 

Prophet (SAS) had seen that the Hypocrites, with full of hope pulling the 
rope of bucket from the well but when the bucket comes up without 
water, they repent on this. They will keep repenting on the day of 
Judgement.

Our Prophet (SAS) reached Baitul Muqaddas by observing all the above 
mentioned things. 

Baitul Muqaddas: 

Baitul Muqaddas was the sixth destination of the Ascension, he left 
Burraq at the main gate. 

Leader of Prophets: 

No sooner Muhammed (SAS) entered in BaitalMuqaddas, all the 
Prophets and Angels were waiting for him in rows. As Muhammed 
(SAS) came in, He was asked to lead the prayer and He stood in the 
Imam's place. And He (SAS) led the prayer for all Prophets and Angels. 

(Bukhari Shareef). 
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Prophet of Prophets: 

Our Prophet (SAS) is also the Prophet of all Prophets and slogan of faith 
of all Prophets is , , 

laa ilaha illallah muhammed arrasoolullah ”

Prophet of Universe: 

The slogan of our Prophet (SAS) recited by, beasts and birds, trees and 
stones, from the earth to the heaven all and every living and non living 
thing in between. That's why Muhammed (SAS) is Prophet of Universe. 


Intercessor of Prophets: 

On the plains of Judgement all the sons of Adam (AS) would go to 
Prophets asking for intercession before Allah (ST) but all the Prophets 
would make excuses and lastly, all of them would come to Muhammed 
(SAS) then Muhammed (SAS) will intercede from Allah and 
accountability would begin. 

Likewise, all the Prophets (AS) would come and gather under the 
shadow of green banner liwaa-el-hamdi, so, Muhammed (SAS) will 
become the intercessor of all Prophets (AS). How fortunate we are that 
our Prophet (SAS) is leader of Prophets, intercessor of Prophets (AS) 
and Prophet of Universe. 


Open invitation: 

When we are for sure the followers of Muhammed (SAS) who is the 
Prophet of Prophets so we should, by speech and acts, make ourselves 
a good person to make our Prophet happy about it. From 
BaitalMuqaddas, after leading a great prayer, Muhammed (SAS) 
reached the first sky.

“Tour of the First Sky” 

First Sky: 

The first sky was the seventh destination of Ascension of our Prophet 
Muhammed (SAS). An invisible ladder was given to Muhammed (SAS) 
in the Baitu IMuqaddas to reach in the sky. The guard of the first sky 
welcomed Muhammed (SAS) by greeting him (saying) 
marhaba, marhaba, ahlan wsahlan. 

Qiyaam (Stay or Formation): 

All the angels of the first sky are describing the greatness of Allah (ST) in 
the state of Qiyaam. By seeing this Muhammed (SAS) remembered the 
Ummat and asked from Allah the virtues of all angels for Ummat as they 
are having in the state of Qiyaam and moved forward, then visited 
Hazrat Adam (AS), He welcomed Muhammed (SAS) cordially and 
congratulated Muhammed (SAS), When Adam (AS) would see on His 
right He became happy and when He would see on his left became 
sorrowful. On His left all the sinful sons were seen and on His right all 
the good doers were seen. Muhammed (SAS) from here reached the 
second sky. 


“Tour of Second Sky” 

Second Sky: 

The Second sky was the eighth destination of Ascension. Over here 
Muhammed (SAS) met with Yahiya (AS) and Eisa (AS). 

Ruku (Bowing) 

All angels on the second sky were found in the state of Ruku (bowing) 
they were reciting subhana rabbialazeem means; describing the 
greatness of Allah (ST) Muhammed (SAS) liked the way of worship and 
prayed to Allah (ST) to have this Ruku for Ummat and from here 
ascended to third sky. 

“Tour of the Third Sky” 

Third Sky: 

For our Prophet (SAS) third sky was the ninth destination of his 
Ascension. Over here Hazrath Yusuf (AS) and Hazrat Dawood (AS) 
gave a warm welcome to Muhammed (SAS) and congrated Him. 
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Sijdah (Prostration): 

All the angels on third sky were in the state of prostration describing the 
greatness of Allah (ST) by reciting subhana rabbialalaa so, Muhammed 
(SAS) has requested Allah (ST) to bestow this worship for his Ummat, 
the ocean of mercy of Allah (ST) frenzied and Allah (ST) doubled this 
special worship for the followers of Muhammed (SAS). Prophet (SAS) 
was very much happy and thankful to Allah (ST) and went ahead to 
fourth sky. 


“Tour of the Fourth Sky” 

Fourth Sky: 

This was his tenth destination of his auspicious Ascension. Over here 
He (SAS) met with Hazrat Idrees (AS) who welcomed Muhammed 
(SAS). 

Qaiedah (Genuflexion): 

The angels of fourth sky were in the state of Qaiedah for the worship of 
Allah (ST), Muhammed (SAS) asked this kind of worship from Allah (ST) 
for his Ummat and then ascended to fifth sky. 

“Tour of the Fifth Sky” 

Over here, Muhammed (SAS) met with Hazrat Ishaq (AS), Hazrat 
Ismayeel (AS), Hazrat Yaqoob (AS) and Hazrat Luth (AS), these all 
Prophpets welcomed Muhammed (SAS) and congratulated for his 
coming. All the angels of fifth sky were reciting Darood-e-shareef on 
Muhammed (SAS). Sixth sky was the next move from here. 

“Tour of the Sixth Sky” 

Sixth Sky: 

This was the twelth destination of the Ascension. 

Angels: 

All of the angels over here were weeping and praying to Allah (ST) by 
extending their hands describing the glorification of Allah. Muhammed 
(SAS)tookthe method ofglorificationforhis Ummat. 
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Duaa(prayer) : 

The worship of the angels of sixth sky is a worship of prayer. In front of 
Allah if one does not know how to cry atleast he should mock as if he is 
crying, because, Allah (ST) likes his servants weep / cry. 

Munaazrah (Polemic dialect): 

Muhammed (SAS) met with Moosa (AS) over here, Moosa (AS) asked 
Muhammed (SAS) O, beloved messenger of Allah, you have dignified 
and increased the ranks your scholars of Ummat as same as Prophets 
of Bani Israeil. Muhammed (SAS) replied yes. Moosa (AS) then 
enquired 

how? having heard that Muhammed (SAS) called the soul of Hazrat 
Imam Ghazali (RA), then Moosa (AS) asked him what is your name? in 
reply to Moosa (AS), Hazrat Imam Ghazali (RA) said his own name his 
father's name and his grand father's name. Moosa (AS) told him that I 
asked only your name and you have mentioned lineage. Imam Ghazali 
(RA) heard this and replied O, Moosa (AS) you too, answered three 
replies when Allah (ST) asked one question. 

“h’« maa tilka biyaminika yaa moosa” 

O, Moosa, what do you have in your hand? you said to Allah (ST)“ I have 
a wood-shaft in my hand from which I pluck the leaves for my sheep and 
drive away leopard and when I get tired take the rest against it. 

Therefore, you too had given three answers for one question so 
did I. Having heard this Moosa (AS) became in the state of glory and 
snapped on Imaam Ghazali, our Prophet (SAS) came between them, 
during this course, Prophet's hand touched the rib of Imaam Ghazali. 
When Hazrat Imaam Ghazali was born in this world this mark was visible 
on his rib. 

However, Moosa (AS) became satisfied that the Scholars of Prophet 
(SAS) Ummat are really equal to the Prophets of Bani Israeil. From here 
Muhammed (SAS) ascended to seventh sky. 
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“Tour of the Seventh Sky” 


In his auspicious Ascension this was the thirteenth destination where, 
each and every row of angels was filled with angels to welcome 
Muhammed (SAS). 

Baitul Mamoor: (Kaaba of the skies): 

Baitul Mamoor is the Kaaba on seventh sky. Over here, seventy 
thousand angels come to circumambulate the Baital Mamoor every day. 
Hazrat Ibrahim (AS) has his place near the Kaaba of the skies. Our 
Prophet (SAS) visited Ibrahim (AS), over here, Hazrat Israfeel (AS) was 
standing, having the horn in his hand waiting for command of Allah to 
blow. From here, Prophet (SAS) headed to take a tour of heaven . 

“Tour of the Heaven” 

Heaven was the fourteenth destination of the Ascension. Rizwan (AS) 
the Guard of heaven welcomed Muhammed (SAS). 

marhaba aaiye sarkaar yeh Rizwan ne kahaa 
paawoon rakh deinge to badh jaayegaa rutba mem 

Praise be to Almighty Allah (ST), stones, diamonds, pearls, grass, 
saffron and soil of heaven is better than the musk of earth. Milk, honey, 
pure and clean liquor and water's canals are running. Along with it 
(hoor) beautiful and graceful young women and (ghilman) lovely young 
servants are strolling and waiting to serve people of the heaven. To 
whom no any eye has seen, nor a thought of them has crossed any 
mind, all these things are ready for the pious people. Ummat-e- 
Muhammdiawill enterthe heaven first of all. 

“Details of the Hell” 

As our Prophet (SAS) finished his tour of heaven, Hazrat Malik (AS) the 
guard of hell came to his service and presented the details of hell. 

* Grievous distress for the people who do not pray NAMAZ. * Bitter cold 
is for the liars. * Grievous distress and mount of grief for adulterers and 
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drunkards. * People who commits murder without any reason for them 
furious fire is there. *People who breach of trust for them entire hell is 
there. Like wise, different punishments for the different kind of sinners 
will be there in hell. After briefing all the details Hazrat Malik (AS) lifted 
the curtain from the hell. So, the hell apparently manifested with all its 
furiousness which can not be described in words. No any eye has seen 
nor any one can afford to listen about it. alaman alaman wa alhafeez. 
From here Muhammed (SAS) advanced to sidratul muntehaa ( place 
nearto the Throne of Allah (ST). 

“Heavenly Berry (sidratul muntehaa)” 

Heavenly Berry: 

This place was the fifteenth destination of our Prophet (SAS) this area is 
a line of limit between the creator of the universe and the creatures. The 
command of Allah (ST) which came from the glorious Throne of Allah 
received here by the angels. No any angel can advance from here. 

Angel of death: 

Avisit is made here with the Hazrat Izraeil (AS) underthe Sidrah. There 
was a military of bright and luminous angels on the right and On the left 
there was a furious military of angels found. Angels of mercy take the 
soul out of the body of faithful. Angels of punishment take soul out for 
infidels. 


The soul of Ummati (follower) 

Our Prophet (SAS) said to Hazrat Izraeil (AS) to take out the soul of the 
follower ( ummati) at ease. No sooner Izraeil (AS) heard he replied, O, 
beloved Prophet of Allah when I go to pull the soul out of ummati's body 
three times I hear the voice of Allah (ST) “ beware this is follower of my 
beloved Prophet (SAS)”. So, I take the soul out of body very gently. 
Muhammed (SAS) smiled and kept advancing toward the Throne of 
Allah (ST) and Gabriel (AS) stopped there only and politely requested. 
O, beloved Prophet of Allah congratulations, you may proceed alone 
because from here I can not advance as little as hair. If I advance from 
here my wings will be burnt. As narrated Hazrat Shiek Saadi Sheerazi

My relatives of faith 

Laahooth Haahooth (place beyond the space) 

Our Prophet (SAS) went beyond the Heavenly Berry lifting thousands of 
curtains He (SAS) reached the throne of Allah (ST), when He (SAS) was 
at the last veil of Omnipotence a voice came to him O, Muhammed 
(SAS) more nearer, and with this the last veil also lifted. Our Prophet 
(SAS) said 

“rabbi zidni elmaa warzuqni fahemha” 

O, Allah give me knowledge and wisdom to understand it. 

gar chay ain zaat raa bay parda deed 
rabbi zidni az zabaan aw cheekayeed 

Viewing the existence light of Allah (ST) Deedar-e-ilaahi 
Allah (ST) has showered the knowledge and wisdom on to Muhammed 
(SAS) and given him the power of conception. Our Prophet (SAS) kept 
viewing the existence of Allah (ST) with his wide open eyes. As narrated 
in the Quranic verse: 

maa zaaghalbasar wa maa taghaa” 
means that at the time of viewing, He (SAS) never blinked eyes. 

“A visit of beyond Space (laamakaan)” 

Soul of Ascension: 

Our Prophet (SAS), while viewing the Light of Allah (ST) recited: 

“ attahiyaatu lillahi wassalaatu wattayiebaatu ” 

means; all the worships all the prayers all the pures for Allah (ST). 

Allah (ST): 

“assalaamu alaika aiyuhannabi wa rahmatullaahi barkaatuhu” means: 
Upon you also my peace and bounties. 

Remembering Ummat, our Prophet (SAS)said: 

assalaamu alainaa wa alaa ibaadillahissaaliheen ” 
means; peace be upon the people of my Ummat who are pious. The 
dialogues between Allah (ST) and Muhammed (SAS) being heard by the 
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bearers of the throne of Allah, they all said in a chorus: 

ash-hadu an laa ilaaha illallah wa ash-hadu anna muhmmedan abduhu wa 

rasuluhu “ 

mean: We witness that there is none but Allah, He and Muhammed 
(SAS) his servant and messenger. 

1- Alainaa(upon us) 

Our Prophet Muhammed (SAS) while saying alainaa, he remembered 
every one in Ummat, including sinners also, and demanded the peace 
for every one in Ummat. 

2- Saaliheen (pious people) 

Mentioning the “saaliheen” He (SAS), remembered the pious people 
once again of the Ummat. 

Clarification: 

Praise be to Allah (ST) during the auspicious Ascension Muhammed 
(SAS) has received all the bounties and peace for Ummat in the form of 
Prayers. 

My relatives of Faith : 

On behalf our Prophet (SAS) Ummat is given the mercy and bounties of 
Allah (ST) in the form of “PRAYERS” until the dooms day, that hadith 
narrates as; “assalatu meraajul momineen” pray is an ascension of 
believers. 

Last testament or “WILL” for Ummat: 

O lovers of Muhammed (SAS) listen carefully; when our beloved 
Prophet (SAS) was hiding himself from this world loudly proclaimed 
three times 


“ PRAYERS - PRAYERS - PRAYERS” 

asslaat - asslaat-asslaat. wa maa malakat aimaanukum 
means; Namaaz and the rights of people who are living under your 
guardian ship. These were the last words of Prophet (SAS). What 
beautifully somebody said that; 
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kyaa raaz hai namaaz main sar ko jhukaa ke dekh 
milta hai khud khuda zaraa sajde main jaa ke dekh 

or 

niklay jo dam akheer to niklay namaaz main 
uthay zamee se laash to uthay namaaz main 

Returning from Ascension: 

Our Prophet (SAS) was happily returning, having had fifty prayers for 
Ummat, on sixth sky visited Moosa (AS) and said Allah (ST) has given 
fifty obligatory prayers to my Ummat. 

Consultation with Moosa (AS): 

Hazrat Moosa (AS) advised our Prophet. O beloved messenger of Allah 
(ST) in spite of being powerful my Ummat never performed three 
prayers properly, how come your Ummat will perform fifty prayers a day, 
so better go to Allah and reduce it. 

Discretion of Prophet (SAS): 

Upon the consultation with Moosa (AS) with His own will five times went 
to Allah (ST) and pardoned forty five prayers. 

Moosa (AS) again advised him to reduce some more prayers but 
Muhammed (SAS) said now I am feeling ashamed of asking again and 
again. 

Reward for fifty prayers: 

Vehement came into the ocean of mercy as his beloved messenger 
again and again five times came to him, Allah (ST) stated that whoever, 
will perform five prayers will get rewarded for fifty prayers and with that 
Allah (ST) bestowed best worship of fasting in the month of Ramazan, 
having had all the mercy and bounties Muhammed (SAS) returned to 
earth happily.
